Paris, Jaly 27.—It is now reported 
that two hundred people were killed 
or injured as the result of the St, 
Mande collision yesterday. Many of 
the unfortunate people were impris- 
oped beneath the wreck and drowned 
by firemen, who poured torrents of 
water upon the wreck and seemed to 
be utterly unaware that they were 
drowning people whom they were at- 
tempting to rescue. Te-day the Town 
Hall at St. Mande presents a cane | 
spectacle. Blackened bodies, lay 1 
rows upon the floor and tables. In 
some cases the remains are but a little 
more than a heap of cinders inter- 
mixed with portions of limbs. One 
pile of charred limbs and human cin- 
ders are especially conspicuous, Con- 
sisting of a mass of unidentified and 
unconnected bodies placed in a heap.

Columbus Waterhouse is 
President of the bank and B O. Carr 
is Secretary and Manager. Dr. R. 
McDonald, President of the Pacific 
Bank, is one of the directors. Ac- 
cording to its report of July ist, the 
People’s. Bank hasa capital steck of 
one million dollars, of which one-third 
is paid up. “There is due to depositors, 
who number about 8,000, the sum of 
one, hundred and ninety thousand 
dollars. The bank officers stdte that 
the institution is perfectly solvent. 
Two of the San Frencisco morning pa- 
pers have directed attentidn to this 
bank during the past two, days, con- 
teading that the State bank exam- 
iners had not made a proper exami- 
nation of the bank’s affairs.

Jeremiah Tutfle, a farmer of P!oom- 
field, hasa hill on his bi, farm i> that 
town that is sinking into the bow ts of 
the earth, says a Hartford (vn) © DS 
respondent of the New York 5un. Mr. 
Tuttle has a beautiful farm, most of 
which isin a normal condition. There 
are great fertile meadows. wide reaches 
of noble forest, and here and there spa- 
cious pastures in which his blooded 
cows graze on herbage that is almost 
knee-deep. The queer sinking hill is 
in one of the big pastures, in what Mr. 
Tattle calls the “rock pasture.” The 
grass is finer in that one than in rand 
actly in the center of the big lot is & 
hill, capacious of girth, but not more 
than twelve feet high. The oldest in- 
habitant of Bloomfield, who is upward 
of eighty-five years old, affirms that the 
hill is as familiar to him as apy room in 
his own home, for many Bloomfield 
people have been in the habit of taking 
a ‘short cut” home across Jerry's rock 
pasture, and that he never noted any- 
thing odd about the hil! until lately.

AN INDIAN ASSASSIN. 


Will Probably Wied Up at 
Quentin. 

The train from Carson yesterday 
brought down Deputy Sheriff William 
Bogwardt of Bakersfield, having un- 
der arrest Indian “Doc,’’ who is 
charged with having shot and killed 
John Powers, constable at South Fork, 
andaman named McCoy. The Ibn- 


dian was brought in from Coyote 
Hole, where he was captured. 

The murders were committed in 
Sage canyon and the murderer ‘‘Doc’’ 
worked his way into Saline valley, 
where the Indians disarmed him and 
notified Tom McDonough of his cap- 
ture and brought him over the Cerro 
Gordo trail. ‘‘Doc’”’ was armed with 
a long 44-calibre Winchester rifle sup- 
vile to have belonged to McCoy, and 
and a 44-calibre Smith & Wesson re- 
volver, known to have been carried by 
Powers. He aiso had a silk handker- 
chief covered with blood stains anda 
silk handkerchief taken from Powers’ 
neck. The stock of the rifle was also 
blood stained. The assassin boasted 
to Cesar and other Saline Indians of 
having killed two whitemen. ‘‘Doc’’ 
is a son of ‘‘Old Mike,”’ awell known 
Indian of Olancha. He never would 
work steady and bears an evil reputa- 
tion. The Indian will be held for 
trial in the Superior Court of Kern 
county, and considering the strong 
evidence to be presented, the Warden 
of San Quentin will have a disagree- 
able duty to perform.
